I cannot undertake to say how many 
saloons are listed. There may be several 
hundred or only several score—Il haven't had 
time to go through the report.” 


Matter of Executive Ruling. | 

There is no provision in the city code re- 
lating to the location of saloons in the vicinity 
of schools and churches, This restriction 
has for many years been a subject of execu- 
tive ruling. Mayor Harrison at first stipu- 
lated that no license should be granted for a 
saloon within 150 feet of a school or church. 
Later he raised the distance to 200 feet, and 
still later to 250. This, however, still applied 
only to residence quarters. In business 
streets the rule did not apply. 

Chief O'Neill, however, was not directed 
to confine his investigation to residence quar- 
ters and consequently the report will name 
every saloon so located, whether in a pau 
ness or dwelling district. 


Collector Explains Rule. 

“1 know that the chief is making a report 
to the mayor on saloons near churches and 
schools,” said Deputy City Collector Mc- 
Carthy. “ There are a variety of conditions 
which apply. to the granting of each license, 
At present we are following ex-Mayor Har- 
rison's 250 foot ruling in granting licenses 
$n residence districts, and there it is pos- 
sible to establish a saloon only through con- 
sent of the neighborhood. In streets like 
Clark and State, where most of the buildings 
are stores, the rule is not applied. There are 
saloons within 250 feet of the Jones school 
at Harrison street and Plymouth place 
because that is a business and not a resi- 
dence quarter. Likewise there are saloons 
across the street from St. Peter's church, 
Clark and Polk streets. In hundreds of 
cases the schools and churches have been

BONAPARTE DECLARES WAR 
ON GORMAN’S NEGRO POLICY. 


New Secretary Calls on Republicans to 
Join Democrats and Defeat Dis- 


franchisement Amendment. | 


Charles J. Bonaparte, the newly appointed 
secretary of the navy, has become the leader 
of the republican party in Maryland, and 
today at a meeting of the state committee 
declared war on Senator Gorman and the 
Gorman constitutional amendment for the 
disfranchising of 50,000 negroes by the 
grandfathers clause. He said: 434 

“ The republican party has ever held, with 

Voltaire, that a good citizen needs no 

afathers,’ and, like Abraham Lincoln, 
always believéd in the common people, not 
in castes, or oligarchies, or privileged classes; 
like Theodore Roosevelt, it demands ‘a 
square deal’ at the polls, as elsewhere, for 
every man, whatever his ancestry. 

“Tf a citizen be shown by experience unfit 
to vote wisely and righteously, let him be 
denied the suffrage because of this individual 
unfitness, not because of his race, or tongue, 
or birthplace, nor because his grandfather 
was this or wasn’t that.” 

Mr. Bonaparte appealed to the independent 
democrats, who have heretofore turned 
down the Gorman machine, to join the re- 
publicans in opposing the amendment, 

“The negroes would not be the only ones 
to suffer by its enactment,” he said. 
*“ Doubtless it would place the right of suf- 
frage of 52,000 colored men at the mercy of | 
our old ‘ring,’ but it would also leave at 
least 64,000 white citizens in precisely the 
same position; in Baltimore city it would 
affect 46,000 white men and only 18,000 
blacks.

No hope of immediate peace 
remajns after the flat failure of negotiations 
yesterday. 

In a conference which showed some of the 
earmarks of success—up to the time: Presi- . 
dent Shea made his second dramatic en- 
trance—the uselessness of further peace talk 
was made plain. The gap between employers 
and strikers was measured and found to be 
too wide to span. 

Shea, as the restored “ dictator,” shattered 
the proceedings again. He entered the con- 
ference ten minutes after it began. The 
meeting lasted ten minutes longer, while the 


employers Ustened to his threats and impos- 


sible Gemands, and then it broke up in con- 
In parting nobody expressed hopes 
of another try at peace. 

The terms on which the teamsters offered 


46° call off the strike were far from being 


middie ground. They were dictated by Shea 
in a stormy council of the strike leaders, held 
before the conference took place. Some of 


“the members of the union committee carried 


them to the employers under protest. 


Terms Proposed by Strikers. 
Following are the terms which the team- 
esters’ committee finally presented to the em- 


' ployers and ‘which were rejected: 


Article 1. It is understood that the. strike is to 
be fully declared off on all express companies and - 
all other employers Involved. 

Article 2. No discrimination between union and 
men. 

Article 3.. AN police, deputy sheriffs, and armed 
guards shall be withdrawn immediately.’ There 
shall be. no interference between union ané non- 
Union men leading up to any violation of the law. 

Article 4. Before any new men are employed 
the former employés to be reinstated, except those 
Who are found guilty of violating the law. 

Articie 5. The wages and hours of all drivers and 
conductors shall be the same as they were previous 
to April 1, 1905. 

Article 6. All employés shall obey orders issued 
their employers that* do not with the 

Article 7. Any. difference existing or arising 
shall be settled by arbitration or conciliation in the 


future.

Disappointment to Employers. 

The employers promptly announced that a 
Bettiement on such a basis was absolutely out 
of the question. They said they had expected 
& fair proposition from the strikers, and they 
eid not hesitate to exhibit their disappoint- 
ment. 

In particular, they raised objections to two 


conditions named by the teamstrs. The prop-

When John V. Farwell Jr., acting as the 
Chairman of the employers’ committee, sug- 
Sested that some changes be made in the 
Union. proposal, President Shea entered.

Predicts Long Struggle. 

Later, in a more. talkative mood, Shea fore- 
cast a long drawn out contest lasting many 
monthe.

I think I'll rent a cottage on the north 
shore and pitch a strikers’ camp in the woods.

000. The stock is alleged to have been given.
